Tediously, I have dug more out, ifcon they looked the 
Hsnuedy- f ami l,y contract to the New York Tirana, secure in tne knowledge the unin- 
formed reporter would misuse it. and kill the story, they never mads proper response 
to my inquiries, not to this day. Vifcen they did the same thing with the Commission 
executive sessions, all over again* the same. Now 1 have proof that this papers 
I hove eought since January, when its official existence was disclosed by the Nlark 
"Panel Bsport", has been ia the Archives all along and merely suppressed because 
a citizen does not have the power to make them obey the laws. However, it fells 
within the description of what I asked for in 19S3J
